A. FUNDS FOR THE FNBC/FNBB LOAN WILL BE SOURCED IN U.S. 

SHORT TERM COMMERCIAL PAPER MARKET WHICH CARRIES AN 
INTEREST RATE OF APPROXIMATELY ONE PERCENT LESS THAN LIBO. 

B. PURPOSE OF FNBC’S MAKING THE LOAN TO FNBB'S B.ASILIA 
BRANCH (RATHER THAN RIO OR SAO PAULO) IS TO ATTEMPT TO 
DEVELOP A SIGNIFICANT FINANCING SOURCE IN THAT CITY. 
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C. IN AGREEMENT WITH OPIC, FNBC WILL COMMIT ITSELF TO 

REQUIRE ENBB TO UTILIZE THE LOAN PROCEEDS EOR R El .ENDING ON 
A MEDIUM OR LONG TERM BASIS EOR PROJECT EINANCING IN THE 
LESSER DEVELOPED AREAS OE BRAZIL. 

3. IN CONNECTION WITH PARAGRAPH 2(C) ABOVE, FNBB HAS HELD 
DISCUSSIONS WITH REPRESENTATIVES OE THE CENTRAL BANK AND 

OE THE BNDE TO ELICIT THEIR SUPPORT AND ASSISTANCE IN 
EINDING APPROPRIATE DEVELOPMENTAL PROJECTS. IT IS OPIC'S
